EMERY  F.  McKUNE 

It  is  with  profound  regret  that  we  announce  the  sudden  death  on  Monday 
night,  Hay  27,  1946,  of  Emery  F,  McKune,  from  a  heart  attack. 

"Mac",  as  he  was  affectionately  known  to  his  friends,  had  "been  with  the 
Inspection  Service  from  its  "beginning.     He  entered  the  Bureau  of  Markets 
in  May  1917  as  an  investigator  in  marketing  in  the  new  standardization 
work  on  fruits  and  vegetables ,  with  an  excellent  educational  "background, 
having  taken  a  BA  degree  in  horticulture  in  Colorado  State  College  and 
an  MA,  in  Iowa  State  College.    He  spent  most  of  his  time  during  the  first 
few  months  of  his  service  in  the  Department  in  the  inspection  of  fruits 
and  vegetables  for  the  Navy,  which  had  asked  for  technical  assistance  in 
the  purchase  of  its  supplies  during  the  first  World  War*    He  later  served 
in  the  Pi  eld  Artillery  and  was  discharged  as  Second  Lieutenant  in  Decem- 
ber 1918.     In  February  1919  he  resigned  from  the 'Department  to  take  up 
ranching  in  Colorado,  but  returned  in  1922  and  became  Federal  Supervising 
Inspector  for  that  State  in  1923  and  held  this  position  at  the  time  of 
his  death. 

His  success  in  handling  difficult  federal-state  shipping  point  assign- 
ments marked  him  as  one  of  the  most  valuable  men  of  the  Inspection  Serv- 
ice and  his  wise  council  in  the  development  of  its  policies  will  be 
much  missed*     He  will  long  be  remembered  by  a  host  of  friends  for  his 
genial  personality,  sense  of  humor,  loyalty  to  his  friends,  and  devotion 
to  duty. 

The  sympathy  of  the  entire  Inspection  Service  goes  out  to  the  bereaved 
family.

DESTITUTION  ^I^PECTIOl^APPLICATIOIJS  AND  TELEPHONE  HEPORTS  OF_INSPECTIONS 

Applicati  ons  for  inspection  in  destination  markets  should  show  the  date 
and  hour  that  the  application  was  received.    When  a  telephone  report  of 
an  inspection  has  "been  given  a  notation  should  "be  made  on  either  inspec- 
tion notes  or  the  rough  draft  of  the  certificate  showing  the  name  of  the 
person  to  whom  the  telephone  report  was  made ,  the  date  and  hour ,  and  the 
essential  facts  given.     The  same  shoold  be  done  in  the  case  of  verbal 
reports  made  from  the  notes.     All  such  notations  should  be  initialed  by 
the  person  making  the  report. 

In  connection  with  P.a.C.a.  cases  it  frequently  becomes  very  necessary 
necessary  to  know  the  exact  hour  an  application  for  inspection  was 
received  and  the  exact  hour  a  verbal  or  telephone  report  was  made. 
Failure  to  make  such  notations  has  caused  embarrassment  in  several  recent 
P.A.C.A.  cases.

USE  OE_GRADE_TERliS_IN  WIRE_S  AKD  MARXET_IffiPORTS_ 

In  market  reports  use  of  terms  such  as  "Fancy",  "No.  Is",  No.  2s", 
"Commercial",  etc.,  will  generally  imply  that  these  are  U.S. Fancy, 
Ur        No,,  1>   etCc  ,  unless  specific  State  grades  carrying  the  designa- 
tions without  the  "U.S."  are  in  effect.     Such  would  be  the  case  with 
the  term  ''fancy"  as  applied  to  Northwestern  apples  but  not  when  applied 
to  peppers  or  outdoor  grown  cucumbers.     It  has  recently  come  to  our 
attention  that  California  potato  shippers  use  the  term  "No.. 2s"  to 
designate  a  quqlS ty  which  is  little  better  than  culls  or  throw-outs  and 
which  do  not  correspond  to  the  U.S. No-  2  grade  which  is  in  existence. 
In  this  case  the  use  of  the  term  "unclassified"  has  been  suggested  unless 
it  is  definitely  known  that  the  No. 2s  meet  the  U.S. No.  2  specifications. 
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PaCA  has  for  years  ruled  that  the  use  of'  terns  without  qualifying  state- 
ments will  De  implied  to  meet  the  corresponding  U.   S.  grades.     Since  our 
reports  are  used  in  the  settlement  of  many  such  cases  our  use  of  terms 
should  correspond  with  the  above  outlined  policy.     In  the  case  of  some 
commodities,  grade  or  size         n°t  marked  on  the  containers.    At  the 
present  time  this  is  true  of  many  peaches  "being  shipped  from  the  south- 
east.    In  such  cases  these  should  he  designated  as  "no  grade,  narks"  ,  or 
"no  grade  and  size  marks",  instead  of  being  indicated  as  "ungraded". 
The  latter  implies  that  the  product  is  essentially  field  run  or  orchard 
run  and  has  not  been  graded.     The  term  "ungraded"  should  be  used  only 
when  the  product  is  essentially  field  run  or  orchard  run. 

CODE_CEaKGE  ON_APPLE_PaGE  -  Effective  June_17. 

Cn  the  KA-KE-KI  page  of  the  code  change  the  heading  over  the  code  symbols 
KIT  KIV  Kr.7  KIX  and  KIZ  to  read  "Combination  U.S.No.l  and  Utility"  instead 
of  "U. S. Commercial"  which  is  the  present  meaning.     This  change  is  being 
made  since  the  combination  grade  is  used  much  more  frequently  than  the 
U.S. Commercial  grade.     To  wire  U. S. Commercial  Grades  use  terms  on  the 
JI-JO—JU  page.     This  change  was  suggested  by  Mr.  Sutton  of  the  Chicago 
office, 

ADDRESSING  COI.iMERCIaL  TELEGP.AMS  TO  MaRKET  HE17S  OFFICES  IN  WASHINGTON 


In  order  to  expedite  delivery  of  commercial  telegrams  addressed  to  the 
Market  News  Division  in  Washington  use  the  following  addresses: 

Schoolcraft  -  Markets  Agriculture,'  Washington,  Dc  Co  ,  or  Buntin  -  Markets 
Agriculture.     Specia]  arrangements  have  been  in  existence  for  years  with 
the  telegraph  company  to  speed  up  handling  of  messages  addressed  in  this 
manner.     Messages  carrying  a  full  name  and  complete  office  and  street 
address  are  often  delayed  as  much  as  12  hours  since  delivery  is  made 
through  other  telegraph  offices. 

USE  0?_SHIPLEIJT  FIGURES  PNJ3E^S0NaL  SUMvIaHIES 

Market  News  representatives  should  indicate  at  the  latest  date  possible 
shipment  figures  which  are  needed  for  use  in  preparation  of  seasonal 
suLimaries  when  requests  are  made  for  these  data,     The  reason  for  this  is 
records  of  shipments  as  reported  currently  by  days  seldom  check  with  the 
records  as  reported  monthly  by  station  agents.     These  differences  cannot 
be  reconciled  in  tables  furnished  until  complete  adjustments  have  been 
made  by  the  railroads.     Indicating  the  latest  date  information  is  needed 
will  insure  tables  of  shipments  by  days  or  months  more  nearly  checking 
with  tables  of  shipments  by  counties  and  stations.
